The petition says .... “the bur- 
den placed upon the girls and 
their parents by this discrimina- 
tion is both real and substantial 
and it deprives them of their 
rights ...” It alleges that the 
nine-year-old girl must go “14 
blocks across major Houston thor- 
oughfares and endure the hazards 
and inconveniences of traffic bur- 
dens to get to the nearest Negro 
school of her grade level.” She 
seeks entrance to a “white” school 
located only two blocks from her
